General and Political

The Eajadbiraja has two sons, viz., jRajkumar Uinaid Singh 
and Rajkumar Sardar Singh, and three grandsons, Raghuraj, son of 
Rajkuinar Umaid Singh, and Shatrunjai and Prakrum Singh, sons of 
Rajkumar Sardar Singh. 

14. During the year under report the health of the family was 
generally good. 

1 . 0 . Tlie Rajadhiraja went to Bombay on 14th December 1916, 
for medical advice and treatment, and returned on 19th January 1917. 
On 14th February the Rajadhiraja, with Rajkumar Umaid Singh, went to 
Delhi to see His TLscellenc}' the Viceroy, and returned on 4th March. 
He also paid short visits to Ajmer. 

16. Rajkumar Umaid Singh paid short visits to Gwalior, Alwar, 
Bomhaj^ Neemueh, Partabgarli. and Bikaner. He also went to Jaipur 
and Wankaner to join in the marriage of Raja Sahib Khetri and Bhanej 
Baiji. 

17. Rajkumar Sardar Singh still continues on the Western front. 

18. Mr. A. T. Holme, C.I.E., Resident, Mewar, visited Shahpura on 
4th February and left on the 7th and again on 29th July, leaving on 31st. 

19. Maharajkumar Man Singh of Partabgarh, Rao Raghunath 
Singh of Bliaratpur and Rao Madho Singh of Bathera visited Shahpura 
on the occasion of Bhanwar Raghuraj’s birthday. The occasion was 
marked with gi-eat festivities and rejoicings, being the first birth of a 
grandson to the Chief on the throne after many generations. 

20. Bhanwer Shatrunjai was invested with the sacred thread on 3 1 st 
May 1917 according to Yedic ritual. The ceremony was a great success 
and was a day of general rejoicing. 

21. The Chiefship and the public united together contributed 
numerous contributions towards the various funds since the outbreak of war 
according to their resources. The annual contribution of Rs. 5,500 
promised last year towards the cost of the war so long as it lasts was paid 
on due date. 

Besides when it was Icnown that Government had decided to raise 
a war loan, the Chiefship offered Es. 50,000 as a loan to Government, 
His Excellency the Viceroy lias kindly consented to utilise the interest 
accj-uing from this sum in any object connected with the war. 

The public arc also made to undex’stand the benefits and securit)" of 
investment of their money in Government Loan, 

Rajkumar Umaid Singh, accompanied by Revenue Jtiusahib, made 
a lour throughout IhcPhulia Pargnnali, convincing the people of tlie seeu- 
lilyof the loan, and it wa.s through their efforts that the Chiefship was 
able to' contribute Rs. 1,44,442-12 in all, which is quite a decent sum,' 
coii'iidcring its resources. 
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CHAPTER II. 

Land Administiiation. 

22. Eor revenue pm-poses the Chiefship is’ divided into two 
Paiganahs, which are subdivided into the following Tahsils : — 

Phdlia Parganah 

Kaohhola Parganah ... 

23. In Parganah Phulia the Tahsil of Arwar was abolished and a 
pai’t of it was incorporated into Phulia Tahsil and the rest in Naharsagar 
Tahsil, which is the new name given to Dhoria Tahsil after the greatest 
reservoir of that name in the Chiefship. 

Each of the above Tahsils i^ under the charge of a Tahsildar, who in 
Parganah Phulia is directly subordinate to the Llusahib Mai, and in 
Parganah Kaohhola to the Kamdar of Kaohhola as well as to Revenue 
Musahib. 

24 There are 218 villages m the Chiefship, of which 68 are jagir 
und 18 udak (charitable grant). The mode of laud revenue collection 
has hitherto been ‘ Latai ’ or ‘ Kuntai ’ of all the crops generally, except 
cotton and maize in kharif, for which cash rent is realised. Past 
experience has shown that both these systems of revenue collection are 
defective, in so far as accuracy in appraisement and timely termination of 
Dori opei’ations cannot be achieved under the present arrangement, 
hence the system known as the variable cash assessment, with suitable 
provision for remission of rents in case crops fail altogether, has been 
adopted experimentally. 

The use of iron chain in the measurements of the cultivators’ fields 
introduced last year has improved the work of taking measurements to 
the extent to which it could be done, without a regular survey map. In 
order to set matters right a Patwari class, under a first grade and 
experienced Patwari of Ajjuer commission, has been opened to prepare 
local clerks and candidates for the regular survey work, and it is hojjed 
that a sufficient number of local men with necessary qualifications will be 
available by ]\'IarGh next to start the regular field survey work. 

Another important work connected with laud administration was the 
completion of an enquiry into revenue free grants which was taken in 
hand in the yeai 1914. 

The experience of Revenue Musahib was a great help in the speedj’ 
disposal of the various works connected with this enquiry.

20. Tlie State financial year of 191G-17 opened with promising 
pro.spects. All the tanhs in the Chiefship were filled; percolation in wells 
increased. Both tlie Khnrif and Eabi liarveste yielded normal outturn. 
On unirrigated area Juar crop, however, failed to yield any outturn owing 
to the continuous fall of rain in September, which retarded the devclpp- 
irient of cars. In pastures gi-iiss was abundant,

were found in the wrongful possession of certain persons, were made 
Khalsa.

One Jagir village of Kadisena, which was held by the grand-mother 
of the Rajadhiraja, lapsed to khalsa owing to her demise in July 1910. 


29. The boundary dispute between (1) Alamoo in Kishangarh and 
Lasiiria in the Chiefship, and (2) Sawer in Ajmer and Lasaria in , the 
Chiefship are still pending. - : , 


In the ease of Alamoo (Kishangarh) and Ratanpura (Chiefship) the 
Kishangarh Darbar have agreed to tlie dispute being settled by officials 
deputed by Kishangarh and Shahpura, . Vc 


.30. Dui'ing the year Pandit Shiv Prasad remained in charge of the 
Octroi Department and Babu Bhagwan Pershad in charge pfthe Abkari 
Department. 


The Cu.stoms Tarilf adopted in the year 1908 proved unsuitable to 
the local conditions and was in many ways injurious to the . interests of 
trade and agriculture. To remove the defects observed in thelast' 
tarih, a revi.ged tarifi’ has been adopted and brouglit into force .sines 
l.-^t -Tune 1917.

The- Jagirdar of Tlienat, who wjks receiving training in revenue work, 
did not .show any de.sire to profit by the training arranged for him, ’ Tie 
was given power.s over Ids j.agir on 3rd September 1917 provisionally for 
ouo yen)'. It i.« Imped that he will try to give up certain undesirable 
tendencies wlsich have been iioticed in him. 
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The Jagirdar of Rajias did not make satisfactory progress in his . 
studies and as he has already attained the age of 19 years he has been 
placed under the Revenue Musahib for receiving training in revenue 
work. 

The minor Jagirdars of other Thikanas are receiving education in the 
Raj School, Shahpura, and reside in the Karamsot Boarding House. 

32. During the year under report Jaswant Singh Jagirdar of Bland 
died on 5th Bebruary 1917. He was succeeded by his son, Bhawani 
Singh, who is about 33 years of age. 

33. Samrath Singh, Jaghdar of Jagpura, died in October 1917, 
leaving a minor aged 8 years. 


CHAPTER III. 

Protection. 

34, The Codes and Acts shown in Appendix II are in force in the 
Chiefship. 

36. There is no regular military force. The armed Police Sawars, 
who are classed under Cavalry, are under the Superintendent of Police. 
The number of Cavalry and Infantry during the year has been 25 and 58 
respectively. 

36. The J agirdars’ quota under the feudal system is 102 horsemen, 1 
camel-sowar and 7 footmen. The armed police carry lances and muzzle-load- 
ing guns with bayonets, while the Jagirdars’ sowars generally carry swords. 

The work of the Cavalry generally consists of patrol duty and escort- 
ing the Rajadhiraja. 

These and the armed Police do military work when necessary. 

37. The Infantry is mainly employed on guard duty, which, as 
well as the Cavalry, furnish guards of honour on ceremonial occasions. 
Both are classed as irregulars. 

The total charges, including the Police, amount to Rs. 30,601-1-6 

against Rs. 29,014-4-3 British coin in the previous year. 

\ 

38. In accordance with the measures of improvement suggested by 
Mr. L. M, Kaye, Inspector-General of Police and Police A.ssistant to the 
Hon’ble the 'Agent to the Governor-General in Rajputana, the pay of 
Constables has been increased'from Rs. 4 to Rs. 5. 

A uniform to all members of Police is provided free of cost. 

The Rajadhiraja Sahib has also been pleased to make provision for 
Provident Bund for Police Constables. Thenceforward four annas per 
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mensem, exclusive of their pay, will be deposited to the credit of each 
constable by Haj, which will be paid back to the constables at the 
time of their resijjniuof the State service without sei’ious blot in 
their record. : 


39. It is a matter of satisfaction that the Chiefship is quite free 
from sedition and the Intelligence Department working satisfactorily.

41. The Constables carry swords and small clubs, while the Chowki- 
dars are armed with lances. 

The ratio of the Police Force to the area is one unit per sq. mile 
and to the population 1 per 135 nearly. ; • 

The necessary details are contained in Appendices V and VI.. 

42. The 131 Chowkidars shown above are employed in, their 
respective villages. Their dutj" is to maintain order, report crime, 
births and deaths and assist in the detection of oli’ences. 

43. There are five Thauas in the Chiefship, i.e., Shahpura; Phulia, 
Dhikola, Las-saria and Arwar, each in charge of a Sub-Inspector. There 
are .also four outposts, viz., Bordn, Amli, Karamd.awas and Bilia. 

44. The health of the Force was generally good. , 

45. The total number of cognizable offences instituted during 
the year was 140 against 142 in the last year. 

The number of easc.s investigated was 140, of which 85 were 
.«ont up for trial, while in 41 oases the accused were either not found 
guilty or discharged, and 1 4 cases were con.sidered false. 

The Jiumher of pcr.sons arrested was 135, out of whicli 79 were 
convicted and 26 are under trial, while 75 were discharged. or acquithjd 
hy the courts. Tiie percentage of convictions of the accused .sent up for 
tn'al was 7.5‘24. 

The value of .stolen property was Rs. 8.9G0-2-6 against Rs. 5,60.5-9-3 
in the last yc.nr, and of properly recovered Rs. 7,150 12-G against Rs. 
last vcar. 
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46? Among the criminal tribes there are Baories and Sansis. 
The Baoi'ies are settled at Borda and their total number, inclusive of 
•women and children, is 296. 

. During the year under report 7 Baories died, 1 absconded, 6 re- 
turned to their homes and were punished and 4 girls were taken away by 
marriage. 

The Sansis are settled at Kaneehhan and their total number, 
inclusive of women and children, is '9, i.e., 2 men 1 woman and 6 children. 

Administration. 

47. Bajkumar Umaid Singh, the heir-apparent, carries on the 
work of the administration of the Chiefship. 

48. In the Chiefship, Mahakma Khas is the final Appellate Court, 
presided over by the Rajadhiraja, who is assisted by Musahib Ala. The 
work is divided into two branches, Revenue and Judicial. Munshi Maha- 
bir Pershad assists Musahib Ala in Revenue work, while Thakur Bhup 
Sinha assists him in the Judicial work. In the Judicial branch criminal 
and civil appeals against the orders and decrees of the subordinate 
criminal and civil courts are heard. The J udicial Assistant’s Court and 
the Criminal Court are subordinate to the Mahakma Khas. 

49. Munshi Mahabir Pershad, the Revenue Musahib, whose 
services were obtained for one year, proved to be a very experienced and 
able officer in bis line, hence be has been retained for one year more. He is 
in charge of the Rei'enue Department, and is designated Musaliib Mai 
and Revenue Assistant to Musahib Ala in Revenue work. 

50. For the performance of the criminal work there are the follow- 
ing courts in the Chiefship ; — 

(1) Sessions Judge — Hahakma Khas, presided over by the 

Rajadhiraja. 

(2) Assistant Sessions J udge — J udicial Assistant who also hears 

all criminal cases in which one or both the parties are 
Jagirdars. This court was presided over by P. Ram 
Chander Ojha. 

(8) District Magistrate — This court was jjresided over by 
Munshi Kalicharan till 17th January 1917, when he was 
relieved of his duties on account of his old age, with a 
grant of gratuity. Purohit Badri Lai, the late Reader to 
Mahakma Khas, has been appointed Distinct Magistrate. 
He is giving promise of satisfactory progress. He 
has first-class IMagistrate’s powers and can awai'd punish- 
ment .up to' three years and fine up to Rs. oOO. He also 
hears appeals against third-class Magistrates, 

(4) The Civil Judge has also been invested with first-class 
Magistrate’s powers, and hears such of the cases as are 
transferred to him by Mahakma Khas from time to time. 
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(5) Third-clasB Magistrate— Tlie Tahsildars of Phulia and- ' ^ 
Nahar-sagar hear the criminal cases of rural area in : ; 
their respective revenue jurisdiction. 

■Working of 51 ; The total nuinher of eases instituted during the year in the 

'c>’v.n.' Judici.'il Assistant’s Court i.s 15, plus 2 of the previous year, total 1 7, out . , 

of which 15 were di.sposed of during the year, leaving 2 at the end 
of'theyear. 

The number of criminal cases tiled during • the year in the other ■ 
criminal com-ts was 279, plus 43 of last year, thus making a total of , 
322, out of which 252 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 70 afthe 
end of the year. For the full working of these courts see Appendices 
Yllandvfll. r 

The number of offences reported in all the Criminal Courts during 
the past and pre.sent year was 388 and 294 respectively. The number of ' 
persons dealt with and brought to trial was 909 and 600 respectively. . , 

The number of persons disposed of during the year was 494, leaving ,

Of these ],158- were disposed of, leaving a balance of 17 at the 
end of the year. , 

The number of execution petitions filed during the year in the 
above courts was 1,296, plus 40 of the last year, making a total of 1,336, 
out'ef which 1,323 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 13 at the end 
of the year.

54. The number of first appeals filed in the Civil Court No. 3 w^as civil Appeab. 
42, plus I of the last year, total 43. Out of these 43 were disposed of, 

leaving none at the end of the year. The average duration of each case 
was 1 month and 15 days. .Tlie number of second appeals filed in Court 
No. 1 was 32, plus 12 of the last year, making a total of 44, Out of 
these 37 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 7 at the end of the year. 

The average duration of each case was 3 months and 24 days. 

Prisok. 

55. There is only one Jail at the capital, which contains four 
barracks for males, one ward for the female prisoners and one lock-up for 
juvenile offenders in the Top-Khana. 

In the absence of juvenile offenders, under-trial prisoners are kept in 
the juvenile ward. 
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There is sufficient accommodation for the guards outside the prison 
gate. 

The health of the prisoners wjis, on the whole, good, except during 
the last two months, when some prisoners suffered from malarial 
fever. 

The total earnings of the prisoners during the year amounted to 
Ks. 249-1-6 as compared with Rs. 544-10-3 of the last year, which works 
out at 7'21 pies per head per diem. 

The expenditure during the year was Rs. 1,552-15-3 as compared 
with Rs. 1,686-10-3 of the last year, which works out at 2 annas 6 pies per 
head per diem. 

On 31.st October 1916 the number of prisoners in Jail was 15. New 
admissions during the year were 79, total 94. Of these 54 wore released, 
leaving 40 at the close of the year. 

The average period of the accused under trial was 30 '6 6 days 
against 6‘05 of the last year. 

56. The industries carried on in the Jail are : — 

(1) Cotton (carpet) weaving. 

(2) Niwar (tape) weaving. 

The Jlusahib Ala from time to time inspected the Jail and issued 
necessary instructions to the Superintendent, Shah Sardar Mai, who 
remained in charge of it throughout the year. 

57. 51 Finger Tmpre.ssion Slips of 49 prisoners were submitted to the 
Central Bureau, Mount A.bu, during the year under report. 

Registration. 

58. The duties of Registration were performed in Mahakma Khas 
for a long time back. The Registration work is primarily the work of 
lower Subordinate Judicial Officers and ought to bo performed by them. 
During the year under report the Registration was transferred to the 
Judicial Assistant’s Court. The new arrangement will afford to the 
parties concerned the opportunity of preferring appeals against the orders 
of the Judicial Assistant in the Registration Department.

59. The Municipal duties are supervised by Pdt, I^fadhav Rai, 
Treasurj’ Officer, under whom a .staff of t Jamadar, 3 Constables, I 
Bhishti and 20 Sweepers looks to the conservancy and lighting arrange- 
ments of the town. 

During the year under report the total expenditure incurred 
amounted to Rs. 1,215-13-0.

were used by the Raj cattle, and 72,52,597 remained in stock at the end 
of the year. 
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06. Tbe wood which is produced in these Birs is fit for fuel only 
and is not available in .such large quantities as might bo kept in 
stock or be exported. 

67. For mining garnets contract was given to Musainniat Ratan 
Kunwar, widow of Seth Gopichand Chore of Jaipur, throufjh her Mukh- 
tiar, Ranjit Mai, in Jfay 1915, for two years, but no work was started at 
all.

chief expol'ts are cotton, ghee, barley, wheat, maize and 
til. The chief imports arc piece-goods, sugar, salt, rice and tobacco. 
Grain is also imported in bad years. 

A few pieces of chhint locally made here were sent to Simla on the 
occasion of Fancy Fair. Thcj’’ were much appreciated by European 
ladies, and orders have since been coming from various places to an extent 
that it is almost impossible to execute them immediatel 3 '’ for want of stuff’. 
It is hoped that the trade in those pieces will make marked progress.

70. Babu Gopal Dass, the late Engineer of the Chiefship resig-ned.. 
on 2.3rd Febi'uary 1917. Thakur Shamshcr Singh of Aim ora was appoint- 
ed in his place on 1.5th Ma.y 1917. He was too old to work satisfactoril}’’ 
and he resigned of his own accord on 4th August 1917. Babu Sukh 
Dajnd has since been appointed to look after the State buildings and : 
various schemes of irrigation in Phulia Parganah, and Babu Hargovind 
Rai has been placed in charge of Umaidsagar construction work. . To 
meet the increasing work in P. W. J). R,amchandar Chobey has been 
appointed to assist B. Sukhdayal generally in his work. 

-During the year under report all tho tardcs were full of water*, 
liL-nce tlie Rabi crop was good. 

Tiic abiionunllj’’ heavy rainfall this year has not on!}'* filled all the 
tanks of tlie Chicfship, but tlic weir of .all the tanks, including thebigge.st 
reservoir. Naharsagar, overffowed several time.® during the raity season. 
Althuugli owiirg to licavy rainfall tho Ivh.arif crop.® were almost a failure, 
yet the consing Rtibi is expected to be sixteen annas in the rupee. 

Kntivvnr I^Iadan .Singb, who w.-is called horn Residency Vakilsbip to 
act as P. W. D, Assistarrt, worked, very satisfactorily. He has been 
retained on his [lost and Mir Asad Ali, has been sent as Agency Vakil to 
I'coli.

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Post Office.- 

72. Tho Chiefship maintains a postal system of its own. Official 
papers on the Chiefship’s service are carried free, while private letters are 
sent to their destinations thioughout the Chiefship on one pice stamps, 
which are sold by the Tnhsildais The fiaj niaiJs ate carried by runners. 
The system is growing veiy popular and a daily increasing volume of 
correspondenee has been pressing tlirough its agency. Two runneis have 
been added to the number already in service, aud tire spltere of its 
activities has been much extended 

73. There is one Government Combined Post and Telegraph Office 
at Sbahpura. 

74. Thoie is a State Library, which contains a large number of 
hooks in English, SansKiit and Hindi.

75. Since October 1915 the 'ITeasuiy has been entrusted to the 
Shshpura finn of 'Seths SnjanmaJ Mool Chand of Ajmer, which 
carries on its w ork under the supervision of the Treasury Officer, who is 
also the Head Accountant. 

76. During the year under repoit Pandit Madhav Rai was in 
charge of the office. 

77. I’he year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 23,661-8-9 
(British currency). The total receipts and expenditure for the year are 
.shown in Appendix iXXIT. 

During the year under report the total demand (including 
Rs .50,000 borrowed) was Rs. 6,17,77"4-14-3, and the total collections 
Rs.- 5.98,209-9-0. against Rs. 5,27,858-9-4, aud Rs. 5,04,092-8-7 
respectively in the last year. 

The total expenditure during the year under report was 
Rs 6,07,164-12-9 against Rs. 5,05,569-14-3 in the last year. 

The amount of tribute due to the Government of India was paid on 
due dates.

During the year under repori the number of out-door and 
in-dooi- patients was .*10,8.57, and 29 respectivel.y, Tlie average daily 
attendance was 84-38. The total expenditure was Rs. -1, 447-9-0 as 
compared with Rs. 4,108-7-0 in the last year. 

81. The number of ehildren vaccinated during the year was 7.54, 
against 927 in the last year. 

Out of these 740 were successful and 14 unsucces<ful. 

82. Tlie system of registration of births and deaths introduced in 
1908-09 in the Chiofship is still working well. 

8,3. The population of the Phulia Pargnnah, according to the- 
census of 1911, is 47.397. 

84, The number of births during the year under report was 8*22, 
against 1.082 in the last year, while tlie number of dciiths was 1.115 
against 1,050 in the previous year. 

85. The native Vaid in cliarge of 'i'ravelling Hospital resigned this 
year on account of family ro.a.sons. Shaikh Abdulla, who had iioon 
acting as Compounder in the Raj Hospital for a long time hack and aPo 
knows native .system of treatment, has been appointed in his place. 
Travelling lios|)ita1 proved a groat help to the inhabit, ants of outlying 
villagf'S sntlering from the severe outbreak of umlari.-d frver this vear. 

The Do>i Aushdhalya established by R-.ij Kumar Umaid Singh at 
S,-ingaria continues to j-onder mucli-ncedcd hulf) to the inliabitant.s of r.ho 
neighbouring villages.

Enic.vcio.'t. 

SG. The number of seluiols in” the Chiefship is 13 .ns compared with 
10 in the previous jmar, of which three are in Shnhpura and 10 in the 
district, viz., Dliikoln, Kotliiau, Kaiicchan Kalau, Bnchkhera, Dhoria, 
Kachola, Arwar. Taswaria, I’iiulia Kalan and Ivadisann. 

There i.s one Atiglo-Vernacular scliool .-it the Capital divided into 
two sections, viz.. English and Hindi 

In the English section hoys are taught up to the Rajputaua Middle 
School Examination, wliile in the Hindi Section up to the Vernacular 
Pinal Examination of the United Provinces. 

,87. Pandit Bhairun Lai is the Head Master of the Raj School. 

88. The total number of boys on the roll in the English Section 
is 90 against 88 last year. The daily average attendance is 70-87 against 
64-98 last year. 
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During the year under report 5 boys were sent up for the Rajputima 
Middle School Examination, out of which two came out successful. 

There is one Branch School at Shahpura, where the boys are 
taught Hindi. 

'• The number of boys on roll,- in eluding the Hindi Section of the Kaj 
School, is 327 against 320 in the previous 5 'ear, and the dailj' average 
attendance is 247'44 against 257‘75 in the previous year. 

Besides these, there is one gii-ls’ school in tho'town. The number of 
girls on the roll is 51 against 44 in the last year, and the daily averao-e 
attendance is 32-88 against 24-64 last year.

The number of boys on roll in the Hothian School is 30 against 27 
in the previous year, and the daily average attendance is 16-39 against 
21*02 in the previous year. 

The number of boj^s on roll in the Kanechan School is 47 against 22 
in ’the previous year, and the daily average attendance is 19-6 against 
15-32 last jmai-. 

The number of boys on roll in the Dhikola School is 50 against 22 
in the previous year, and the daily average attendance is 24-47 against 
17-55 in the last year. 

The number of boys on roll in the schools at Bachkhera, Kachola, 
Arwar and Dhoria is 25, 37, 50 and 18 against 28, 35, 15 and 16 respec- 
tively in the previous year, while the daily average attendance is 16-4(), 
25-79, 15-5 and 9-24 against 18-84, 30*12, 8-26 and 12 in the last yeai. 

The schools at Phulia Kalan, Taswaria and Kadisana. which were 
established on 1 St July 1917, 5th August 1 9 1 7 and 2nd August 1917 
respectively, have 59, 25 and 24 boys on roll respectively, and the daily 
average attendance is 38 18, 18*69 and 18*54 respectively. 

89. In addition to the above there are 3 more Primary Schools in 
the Cliiefship, one at Sangaria, another at Dhanop, and the third at 
Thenal, which are maintained by Rajkumar Umaid Singh, Rajkumar 
Sirdar Sitigh and the public respectively. 

90. There is one Boarding House called “Karamsot Rajput 
Boarding 'House,” wdiich was founded by the illustrious motlver of the 
Rajadhiraja and is attached to the Raj School. There are 30 Rajputs, 
including 4 Jagirdars. 1 Bi’ahman, 6 jMahajans, I Kayasth, and one Barwa, 
and the total number is 39 against 33 in the last year. 

In commemoration of the auspicious birth of his grandson, Bhanwar 
Lai Raghuraj, after several generations, the Rajadhiraja has been 
pleased to sanction tlie construction of another wing to the exi-'ting 
Karamsot Rajput Boarding House, providing accommodation for 16 boys. 

To perpetuate the memory of tlie same happy event Rajkumar 
Umaid Singh has established a fund which will-provide free maintenance 
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aud education to 13 poor T?ajput boys. The Rajndliiraja Sahil) has also 
contributed to this fund to ujdift ilio poor Rajput familie.s. ' 

Having been touched with pity at tlie iniseraide pliglit of the 
Brahmans, once tlie soul of Hindu nation, tin: Rajadliiraja has also been 
pleased to establish a Brahman Boarding House, where the poor Brahman 
boys will be hept and educated at State expenses on the orthodox 
Brahinnu linc.s. 

91. During the year the Chiefship, witli a view to encourage 
education, ha.s boon granting 7 scholarships wortli Rs. 100 to various 
boys studying in various Colleges. 

92. The education in all the schools in the Chiefship is free.
